All-out Effort 


Whereas green, salt is 
relatively docile compound, this 
iy certainly not true of “hex.” 
It will, Uke pure  flourine, 
severely corrode and sometimes 
ignite many motals and ail or- 
ganic materials if it touches 
them in the presence of als, 
And yet this is the material 
that must be fed into the 
gascous-diffusion plants at Oak

Moreover, the “hex" must be 
used in the form of o gas, and 
yet at room temperature It is 
actually o solid. To make it 
into a gas, therefore, its tem- 
perature must be ralsed. This 
means that while: it is in the 
gascous-diffusion plant it must 
be kept relatively hot, a con- 
dition which adds to its cor- 
rosiveness. , 

The way in which _ the 
problems thug presented were

Chinese 
Recommended 
For 
Depottation 


Manila, Feb. 23. 
hundred and __ nine 
Chinese resideats in Manila 
who were arrested and sub- 
sequently convicted of varlous 
crimes were recommended yes- 
terday for deportation by the 
chief of the Manila police de- 
tective bureau, Major Earique 
V. Morales. 

They constituted part of 188 
allens arrested by Major Morales 
and his men from September 1, 
1952 to December 31 Inst year. 
Twenty-six of the 188 were 
cleared of charges while the re- 
maining 53 have pending cases 
in court. 

Major Morales explained that 
the deportation sof the 109 
undesirable aliens would be one 
way of ridding Manila and 
several places in the country of 
vice syndicates. The crimes of 
the Chinese ranged from 
vagrancy to violation of the 
gambling, and oplum laws. . 

The Supreme Court yesterday 
turned down the claim for 
Philippine citizenship of Chinese 
businessman Tomas B. Lianco, 
thereby removing the Icgal 
roadblock from, his deportation 
as an undesirable. allen. oa

a bamboo pole in order to 
probe the bottom. The pole 
came into contact with some- 
thing soft which, witness de- 
elared, felt like a human body. 

Other villagers with pole 
tried to hook up the object and 
eventually witness saw ao pair 
of feet protruding through the 
surface of the water, 

Later he saw ao body being 
put into an ambulance. 

Asked by the Court why he 
had not inquired into the matter 
when it occurred, witnessed sald 
that St was In the middle of the 
night and he did not know what 
had actually happened. 

He told Crown Counsel that 
no one else was present then. 
It was very quict. He was in 
fect alone in this area with this 
person, whotver he was, 

Witness said that he attended 
an identification parade two 
days afterwards and picked out 
somo ono who resembled the 
build of the man he saw that 
night. He sald he hdd told the 
Police he never saw the face of 
that person. 

A DARK NIGHT 

Witness agreed with Mr Lose~ 
by that it was a ‘dark night, 
and he could not see the moon. 
It was cloudy.
